Budget Cutback Victims 
Could Include Aides 


Among those whose 
jobs could be at stake as 
the Columbus School 
Board .considers._alter- 
native ways to slash the 
budget are approximately 
250 persons working as 
full or part-time edu- 
cational aides at salaries 
totaling close to $500,000. 

The eliminating or 
reduction—of general fund 
aides was one of the top 
priorities ofa citizens’ 
committee which studied 
financial-needs of Colum- 
bus schools. Aides fared 
better, however, in a sur- 
vey of staff members, who 
gave low priority to budget 
cuts for aides. 

The cuts, if implemented, 
would not ‘affect approxi- 
mately 500 aide positions 
which are funded from 
sources. other than the 
general fund. Persons 
presently holding general 
fund aide positions would 
not necessarily be the ons 
to go, school officials 
related, since the layoff 
would be according to 
seniority, drawing from the 
entire staff of aides. 

The total staff of over 
700. aides__includes: 314 
blacks, according to 
Robert Harper, educational 
aid director, who said he 
has not compiled data on 
which persons were the 
last to be hired. 

Board members have un- 
til. .mid-April. to. indicate 
thelr priorities on which 
programs should be cut in 
order to reduce the budget 
by $5.5 million. A PTA sur- 
vey is currently in progress 
to determine parent 
opinions on where priori- 
ties should lie. 

In the staff survey, which 
included administrators, 
teachers and classified 
personnel, the following 
areas were chosen as the

She 
revealed that she has 
worked at the store since 
Sept. 1974 behind. the 
pharmacy counter directly 
across from Garden's old 
station. “Alma knows that 
I'm there,” she stated. 
Thompson, a 15 year 
Southfield area resident, 
also noted that she came 
to work on Valentine's Day 
while Garden and about 15 
members of the Marion-

“Whatever happened to jazz?" bluntly, | asked 
George Wein at the 1976 Kool Jazz Festival Press Party 
in. Cincinnati last Monday evening. - ‘ 

“Many timeés.we are questioned as to why we call 
our festivals ‘Jazz Festivals’ when we present so many 
soul artists. The formula for presenting soul artists on a 
Jazz Festival has emerged in a very natural way. 

“We find that people in each community where we 
work*respond more directly to thé great soul artists we 
present. Perhaps it has upset the balance of jazz artists 
to soul artists, but at the same time it has not affected 
the musical quality of our festival. 

“Soul music and jazz come from the same basic 
roots — the gospel and blues music of black America. 
However, those that like soul music also like jazz and 
vice versa. We will continue to present the great soul ar- 
tists as long as the public wants to hear them. 

“WE will still Use the word jazz in respect to the 
tradition In which the festivals have been established. 
We have now, in a sense, given a meaning to the word 
jazz as a connotation to excellence in Afro-American 
music,” Wein said. 

"| recently read in a New York paper,” Mr. Wein, 
“that you stated you would not mix so-called soul artists 
with jazz anymore because of last year’s disgrunted jazz 
enthusiasts.” 

“That's true,” answered the world’s greatest jazz 
producer-and-originator-of Jazz Festivals. “But-| was 
referring to only the eastern area. You know, “Bubbles,” 
he continued, “there’s a completely different breed in 
the New York area alone. What works there won't work 
here.” Knowing the truth of the-statement, | shut up.

Producer Wein stated 
that “this type of corporate sponsorship serves to keep 
ticket prices at much the same level as in prior years, 
although elsewhere in the industry prices are 
skyrocketing. And, the KOOL sponsorship enables the 
festival to present five or six major artists per night, ata 
price patrons would be happy to pay to see any one of 
these great artists.”

privacy, wrote the fol- 
lowing letter to Columbia 


. Gas of Ohio: 


“| really thank you for 
the use of your pipes and 
equipment that has made it 
possible for my family to 
enjoy God's gas. It was 
also sweet of you to give 
me a chance to make 
weekly payments. ’ 

| really had good inten- 
tions of paying the $30 
weekly to cover the $120 
bill, for | thought | could 
catch. the bill up since it 
was. a double bill. 

“But when | opened the 
bill that was due March 2, 
and found that it was for 
$153.18 for a five room 
apartment all on one floor, 
| decided to stop stealing 
from peter to pay paul.” 

“r-realize that-t- cannot 
bargain because | have no 
job, but | refused to be 
tricked into an impossible 
situation. If any employer 
feels that this is a cop-out, 
instead of looking down 
me, if you have 10 ee 
openings, consider hiring 
at least four por accofr- 
ding to their utility bill.”

DIABETES RATED THIRD BIGGEST 
KILLER IN UNITED STATES: Diabetes 
has become the nation’s third-ranking 
cause of death, is increasing rapidly and 
should be given broadened and enlarged 
attention through research and other 
programs, a national commission repor- 
ted to the Congress recently. 

The National Commission on Diabetes 
said “Last year 38,000 persons died 
directly from diabetes, and there is 
strong evidence that perhaps as many as 
300,000 deaths could be attributed to 
diabetes and its complications. This 
would make diabetes the third-ranking 
cause of death, after heart disease and 
cancer.” 

At the current rate of increase, the 
number of Americans with diabetes will 
double every 15 years, the commission 
said. There are an estimated 10 million 
diabetics at present, about half of whom 
are unaware that they have the disease. 

The cause of diabetes in unknown, nor 
is it known why the disease appears to 
be increasing in the U.S. Part of the in- 
crease may result from more detection, 
but the specialists seem to doubt that is 
the entire story. 

In a summary of the facts developed by 
the commission's work during the past 
year, the following points were made: 

* Women are 50 percent more likely 
than men to have diabetes. 

* Nonwhites are 20 percent more likely 
than whites to” have it. 


* The disease is three times as com- — 


mon among the poor as among: middle 
income and wealthy people. 

* The chances of developing diabetes 
doubles with every 20 percent of an in- 
dividual's excess weight and doubles 
with every decade of increasing age. 

The commission said little progress 
has been made in treating the disease 
since the discovery of insulin more than 
50 years ago. The life of the diabetic was 
estimated to be shorter by one-third than 
that of the nondiabetic. The diabetic's

What America Means To Me 


One of the basic frustrations of the 
American people today, is over the 
unpredictability of our judicial system. The 
honesty and fairness of many of our courts 
and their judges are in question. A 
growing number of people are beginning 
to believe that justice is dispensed on the 
basis of the wealth of the litigant or, the 
race of the defendant. ; 

From centuries of judicial exploitation, 
blind justice, kangaroo courts, Negroes In 
the United States have every reason to be 
afraid and skeptical of the nation's courts, 
for, no other racial minority has suffered 
more from biased, prejudiced decisions of 
the courts than we have. . 

Therefore, when Chief Justice Warren E. 
Burger of the United States Supreme 


_Court, comes out for discussing changes: 
in our judicial system, then it's time ror 


positive action. 

According to a release by the American 
Bar Association, Chief Justice Burger is 
sponsoring a conference, April 7 - 9, in St. 
Paul, Minn. The conference Is to: “take a 
searching look at some of the basic 
aspects and underlying assumptions of 
our legal and judicial institutions.” 

Associate sponsors of the conference 
are: Chief Justice Charles S. House of 
Connecticut, chairman of the Conference 
of Chief Justice; and, the American Bar 
Association's president, Lawrence E. 
-Walsh- of New-York City. 

This conference could have great 
significance for Black people. First, it is 
being called by the Chief Justice of our 
highest.court. Second, in stating as to why 
he.is.calling It, Chief Justice Berger sald; 
“The conference is inspired by Roscoe 
Pond’s 1906 speech before the ABA 
House of Delegates on ‘The Cause of 
Popular Dissatisfaction with the Ad- 
ministration of Justice,’ in which Mr. Pond 
comptained about a lack of a basic 
philosophy, which gives tinkering 
where-comprehensive reform is needed.” 

Chiet_Justice Burger says he expects 
the conference to peer into the future, to 
see where (the judicial system) ought to 
go and, to develop a roadmap to show us 
how to get there.” a

Short of some soft of miracle, there Is 
little in the political Offing, at least among 
the presidential aspirants, to bring joy to 
the hearts-of Black-Americans: There are 
only two viable candidates in the running 
for the Republican nomination, Gerald 
Ford and Ronald Regan, and each is 
trying to “out conservative” the other.

The Republican Party, 
under the Nixon administration, simply 
‘cancelled out any real effort to get the 
brothers back into the Grand Old Party, 
and even its efforts to make a few 
blacks a little richer, ended up In creating 
more antipathy among the poorer classes, 
then in producing votes for Nixon who 
won a sweeping victory that included the 
former Confederacy. 

So what's left? A conglomerate of 
Democrats, with the early front runners 
voicing exhortations that are within a 
hairsbreath of pure conservatism. After the 
Massachusetts primaries of last week, the 
death knell has about sounded for most of 
the “liberals,” if one can affix such a label 
to Sen. Birch Bayh, Morris Udall, and, 
Sergent Shriver. This leaves the field of 
serious contenders to Henry M. Jackson, 
George C. Wallace, Fred Harris and Jimmy 
Carter, none of whom is any great im- 


whether race is a factor when applying 
for a job - or worse, have to explain to 
our children why more black Americans 
are not found in history books.” 

These sentiments are expressed in a 
short article written by Ashe for the 
March issue of Reader's Digest: it is a 
part of a series, “What America Means to 
Me,” which is appearing monthly in The 
Digest throughout this Bicentennial Year. 
Others who have written for the series to 
date include President Gerald Ford and 
author James Michener. 

Noting that being an American carries 
with it a heavy responsibility, Ashe writes 
that his nationality means that “more is 
expected of me when I’m abroad. I'm 
supposed to know more, spend more, see 
more, win more, help more, share more.” 

“Being American means we're King of 
the Mountain,” he says. “We're envied, 
and we're resented. Envied because 
we're first most of the time. Resented 
because we’re supposed to be the best, 
and sometimes we are and sometimes we 
aren't.” \ 

On the positive side, he writes, being 
American means a number of blessings: 
“freedom of speech, freedom. of the 
press, freedom to move about, the 
freedom to assemble with, marry, 
associate with whomever | wish.” These 
freedoms, he notes, are denied to some 
three-fifths of the world’s people.

The truism that, you can’t keep a man 
in the ditch unless you stay down there 
with him, applies to our courts.

many of the contenders seem to be running against 
the government they say they want to lead. 

This year’s political rhetoric is centered about the 
Supposed threat of “big government” with subsidiary 
thrusts against taxes, spending and especially against 
federal social programs. 

Many observers claim that the candidates are just 
following voter disillusionment-with federal failures. 
My own feeling is that the candidates are not so much 
responding to popular feeling, as they are en- 
couraging It. 

The abuses of federal power most threatening to a 
functioning democracy have barely come under at- 
tack at all. The slimy spying and secrecy of the Nixon 
Administration, the provocative and illegal exploits of 
the FBI and CIA, and the sale of government 
regulations to campaign contributors are not being 
attacked. 

The flak is directed at federal programs to get 
people back to work, to house them, to educate them 
and to provide for improving their health care. These 
so-called social programs are the ones thrown up as 
examples of “too much government,” not the hundred 
billion plus Pentagon budget. 

The federal budget is traditionally seen as the 
measure of the size of the government's. position. in 
the economy. Its growth is taken as proof that the 
federal role is growing too fast. , 

But the budget's size has to“be measured against 
the total size of the economy, the gross national 

oduct. And that has been growing too, so the 

al share in the economy is roughly what it has 
always been in recent years. 

And to the extent that it’s bigger, it's because of the 
extaordinary needs brought on by the current 
economic Depression. This year some $45 billion will 
go toward unemployment compensation payments, 
food-stamps and welfare costs. Much of those costs 
would not be necessary if we had a full employment 
economy with jobs for all. 

And the only way to get that kind of:situation is for 
the federal government to expand its role in job- 
creation and in social and economic programs that 
help to end poverty and increase people's capacity to 
produce and to consume. 

That's the hidden secret the supporters of less 
government won’t talk about. They won't tell you that 
less government means less protection for — 
without resources, less food on people's tables, 


government services, and less chance for minorities 
‘to get 


ahead. 

This currently popular plea for less government, 
which | call the “new minimalism” becuse it wants us 
to do the minimum to improve our society, is actually 
a blueprint for continued inequality, : 

This new minimalism would just make more of us 
poor and jobless; it would institutionalize Intolerable 
living conditions for the poor and the black, and it 
wey pve: the dectine of America’s suffering cities 
and rural povery pockets. 

Like It or not, the federal government is the only in- 
stitution we have that has the capacity to unite all 
Americans, and to mobilize nationwide efforts to deal

All tabor es 
were controlled by unions 
that sported the ‘male- 
white’ charter clause-- 
theatres” and- restaurants 
did not cater to black 
patronage-there is a lot 
more to the sordid picture. 

The Pakistanian couple 
matter may. find it difficult 
to make a slavery charge 
stick but one would like to 
know where the couple got 
a 12 year old African child, 
where did they find her? Of 
course they may have been 
in Africa and found her 
wandering around” starved- 
like so many blacks of that 
continent of this day and 
may have taken her . to 
provide food: but make her 
work to earn it as a slave. 
tt would appear that the 
taking over responsibility 
for a-12 year ‘old ~ child 
would have had some 
tender parental texture in 
the motive. 

it__isimportant. that 
Florida is taking drastic 
measures Over the incident 
and thatthe Florida court 
has assumed responsibility 
for the child's care 
pending the legal develop- 
ments. 

It is hoped that the 
investigation of the 
probitem of the tittle 
African child will be exten- 
sive and that proper 
measures will be taken so 
that other couples will not 
repeat.
